To make the rink, a natural 
ice layer is formed on top of 


packed down snow. Last year a

Two new skate 
sharpeners were also bought 
and one was sold and the 
money put back into the ice 
rink funds. The other sharpener 


will be put in the little ice shack 
used for skate rentals. | 

The building, dasher 
boards, bleachers and equip- 
ment will be moved into place 
and installed hopefully as part 
of an Eagle Scout project by 
Ashton McFarland. 

Darrin Caldwell said he 


plans to arrange and sharpen- 


the ice skates and have them 
ready by Saturday as his Eagle 
Scout project. 

Ted Caldwell is heading up 
the volunteer efforts to have the 
ice rink ready by Saturday. 

“One way or another we'll 
be skating by Saturday,” 
Caldwell stated. “We may not 
have all the dasher boards up 
but we. think the ice will be 
ready to skate on.” 

Caldwell is involved with 
the Wasatch High School hock- 
ey team. Bill Dammer is the 
coach, Wayne and Russell 
Adams, brothers, are the assis- 
tant coaches. Wayne Adams is 
also the trustee of the team, it is 


his job to be the connection 
between the team and the High 
School Hockey Association. 

The team hopes in future 
seasons the Midway Ice Sheet 
will be their home ice. This 
year’s season is already over 
because the season was moved 
up. The season ran from 
August to November because 
of the Winter Olympics. 
Wasatch High School’s games 
were played on the Seven 
Peaks Ice Sheet in Provo this 
year. 

Next year’s season will 
return to normal running from 
November through March. It is
